Last  Year  and  :2a  How.  Back  In  { 
School,  ‘Had  Interesting  'Experience 
In  'Hawaii. 


•  Contrary  to  our  beliefs,  the  Hawaii-, 
nn  Islands  nrc  very, much  .like  our  own 
country.  The  public  schools  nrc  similai: 
to  ours  and  Include  such  subjects  as 
bcnchworlc  and  auto  mechanics.  Such  is. 
the  .information -brought  back  by  Cleo 
Shimibargeiv a  former  S.  T  C.  student, 
who.  has  been  teaching  there  for; the 
past  year  and. is. now  back  in  school. 

“Some  people  think  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  arc  a  very  remote  group  of  is¬ 
lands  loentod  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  cov¬ 
ered  with  grass  huts. and  inhabited  with 
hula  maids,’?  says  Shinnbnrgcr.  “This 
is  where  most  people  are  wrong-  The, is¬ 


lands  are  a  .long  waya.from  usibut;  they! 
are  a  very  prosperous  group  and 'have 
just  as  good  schools  ns  we  have  here, 

“Let  us  look  at,  the  industrial  arts 
department  in  the  schools  of  'Hawaii. 
We  have,  to  take  into .  consideration 
the  two  hinds  of  schools  we  find  there, 
the  public  school  and  the. private  school. 

“.Tim  public  school  system  is  so  ar¬ 
ranged  that,  industrial  arts  are  taught 
in  most,  of  tho,  schools.  The  boy  in  tho 
grades  can  take  'bench  work  -where  die 
lias  a  chance  to  make  useful  articles 
for  himself  and  the  home.  The  grade 
shops  nro  largo  open  buildings  with 
plenty  of  fresh 'nir  and  sunshine.  In 
the  high  schools  wo  find  modern  and 
well  kept  shops.  We  find  nil  the  nlodern 
up-to-date  machinery  hero  for  the  most 
of  these  shops  -have  ibeen  created  >tho 
last  few-  years.  Here  the  hoy  gets  a 
larger  and  wider  scope  of  work.  Resides 
the  bench  work  he  gets  mechanical 
drawing,  wood  turning,  and  other  in¬ 
dustrial  arts  work. 


1  ‘  The  .private  schools  •  follow  almost.: 
I  he  same  plan  ns  the  public  schools  only 
they  offer  a  larger  amount  of  work.  All 
the  process  dealing  with  .wood  is  offer¬ 
ed  from  cutting  tho  trees'  to  the  fin¬ 
ished  product.  Here  the  boys  gets,  by 
experience,  what,  the  moat  of  our  boys 
get -.through  a  booh.  In  tho  high  school, 
departments  wo  find  other  branches 
of  vocational  work.  The  hoy  has  a 
ehnneo  to  soo  what  is  on  the  inside  of 
an  unto  enginciby  taking  auto  mechan¬ 
ics.  He  may  know  how  .to  wire  a  build- 
ihg  by  taking  the  electric-wiring  course. 
Forgo  work,  concrete  work,  house 
planning  construction  nro  somo  of  the 
other ■ courses  offered. 

“When  T  was  on  my  Christman  va¬ 
cation  I  visited  t he  llilo  School  for 
hoys,  llorc  I  found  boys  work  hard  and 
keenly  over  the' smoking  forges,  learn¬ 
ing  how  to  master  steel  and  iron,  mak¬ 
ing  it  into  useful  -servants. 

“The  boys  in  the  wood-work  depart¬ 
ment  were  busy  finishing  the  Hawaiian 


souvenirs  ‘which  are  mndo  fr.oin  the 
rnre  but  beautiful  leak  wood.  Here  you 
find  articles  from  match  boxes  to 
tables,  ..which  .nro  in  such  demand  that 
the  boys  have  a  profitable -business, 

“In  this  sellout  t hey  try  to  prepare 
the  boy  so. he  can  meet  the  needs  of  life 
in  the  .best  possible  way. 

“To  be  a  good  instructor  we  must 
know  our  field  thoroughly  niid-bc  able 


to  give  li  'In  tho  .boy.  who  noedS,-nnj1 
desires  industrial'  training.  We  can  do 
our  bit,  to  help,  no  matter  where  we 
are.  for  with  the  modern  means  of  com¬ 
munication  we  are  only  a  few  hours 
from  out-  ilawiiiian  friends.”

— Radio  is  the 
greatest  boon  to  single  blessedness,  in.an 
has. ever  devised.  It  is  largely  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  decline  in  the  marriage 
rate. 

It  takes  the  place,  of  any  woman, 
anywhere,  any  time. 

It  is  louder  than  most  women,  loss 
expensive,  easier  to  stop  and  inexhaust¬ 
ible  in  gossip. 

Mothers  and  fathers  who  waut  lovo 
struck  youths  homo  several  years  longer' 
should  buy  them  radio  outfits  on  the 
theory  that  a.  good  receiver  in  a  boy’s 
roqin.lcccps  the  girls  alone  and  knitting 
at  other  houses. 

Waldo  Tupper,  director  of  tho  third 
annual  radio  trades  exposition  here, 
and.  possibly  tho  only  radio  man  who 
never  credited  Eve  with  being  the  first 
loud  ■  speaker,  is  .  responsible  for  the 
pointed  paragraphs  above. 

‘‘.It  has  absolutely  been  proven  in 
strong  competition,”  Mr.  Tupper  broad¬ 
cast,  ‘‘that  the  radio  can  talk  louder, 
from  fhe  greatest  distance,  and  with  a 
greater  variety  of  noises  than  the  most 
powerful  and  gifted  female. 

‘.‘It  is  also  possible,  with  a  more  turn¬ 
ing  of ,  a  knob,  to  shut  the  radio  up.  No 
woman  lias  ever  been  shut  up  by  turn¬ 
ing  her  knob.” 

Mr.  Tupper  and  his  associates  ad- 
lnittc’d  that  in  one  respect,  tho  wife  is 
superior  to  radio? — she  lasts  much  longer. 

As;  it  affects  marriage,  the  radio 
men  have  discovered  that  the  boy  ranch¬ 
ers  hjivc  quit  riding  ten  or  fifteen  miles 
Ur, sec  their  girl  on  Thursday  evenings- 
They!  can  hear  the  same  kind  of  noises 
on.  their  loop  receiver  without  travel¬ 
ing  so  far. 

‘f Another  advantage  that  radio  has 
over  the  wife  is  that  its  size,  contour 
and  specifications  can  be  changed  at 
will  with  only  a  few  minutes  work,” 
says  Mr.  Tupper. 

A  radio  ‘‘artiBte”  of  spine  note 
caused  considerable  excitement  at  tho 
convention  when  the  oscillograph  made 
an  ink  and  record  impression  of  her. 
golden  voice.  The  ‘‘artiste”  fainted- 
Several  minutes  later,  when  the  record 
was  broadcast,  mi  elderly  woman  in  the 
audience  fainted- 

A  doctor  was  called.  He  said  the 
fainting  was  caused  by  too  much  heat 
and  crowding.  lie  was  a  kind  doctor 
and  the  ‘‘artiste”  thanked  him. 

New  Camera  That  Shoots 
300,000  Pictures  a  Minute 

London — In  a  private,. cinema  theatre 
in  London  there  was  shown  a  film  tak¬ 
en  by  a  new  camera  which  is  capable  of 
recording'  pictures  at  the  rate  of  300,- 
000  a  minute. 

Tho  human  eye  cannot  ree'eivo  more 
than  30  impressions  in  a  second;  the 
new  camera  is  more  than  130  times  as 
speedy,  enabling  any  detail  which  es¬ 
capes  the  eye  to  be  analyzed  when  the 
fin  lushed  film  is  shown  in  slow  motion. 

The  pictures  shown  included  one  of 
the  bursting  of  a  glass  globe  by  a 
charge  of  powder,  each  minute  particle 
of  glass  being  seen  to  move  as  though 
lightly  blown  outward  from'  the  center. 

Owned  by  Gvoernment. 

The  only  camera  of  this  type  in  ex¬ 
istence  is  owned  by  tho  British  govern¬ 
ment  and  is  being  used  in  tile  study  of 
the  effect  of  armor  piercing  shells  on 
different  kinds  of  steel-plate. 

Till?;  construction  Jjjg.  the  camera, 
whii|h  weighs  four  tqiis  -and’  cost  $70,- 
000,-occupiecl  four  j'ears. 

Forty  lenses  Viuimtod  on  a  revolving 
disc?  come  in  turn  before  the  ctimeru 
aperture,  tho  disc  itself  revolving  135 
times  in  a  second!  The  actual  time  of 
exposure  for  eiuili  picture  taken  is  .1- 
00,000th  of  a  socond. 

Film  Sucked  on  Drum. 

Behind  the  aperture  a  highly,- sensi¬ 
tized  film  revolves  around  a  drum,  at 
tho  rate  of  18,000  feet  a  second.  Ono  of 
thu  chief  problems  that  had  to  be  | 
solved  before  tho  machine,  could  bo  | 
usod  was  how  to  keep  tho  film  on  tho 
drum  at  this  great  spued.  The  solution 


was  found  by  piercing  the  drum  with 
a  scries  of  small  "holes  and  placing  in¬ 
side  an  apparatus  which  sucks  the  film 
on  to  the  drum. 

An  intciiso  light  is  necessary  to  al¬ 
low  pictures  to  bo  taken  at  very  high 
speed,  mid  problems,  in  this  respect 
with  regard  to  rates  higher  Ilian  about 
3,000  n  second  have  not  yet  been  com¬ 
pletely  solved.
